The registration of Orange county 
today is probably 25<M) less than it was 
at this time in July, 1916. 
Registration closes Saturday night 
of this week, and today there are sev-1 
eral thousand voters in this county 
who are not on the great register. 
The figures given above indicate 
that the Democrats have made a gain 
iu registration, and there has been a 
falling off of 1500 in the declining to 
state voters and about 900 in those 
registering as Progressives. 
The fact that there are between 750 
and 1000 Orange county men of voting 
age who are away from the county in 
the army and navy accounts for only 
a portion of the falling off in registra­ 
tion figures this year when compared 
with two years ago.

Chancellor Yon Herding says now that he has. 
been misunderstood, and Germany “does not intend 
to keep Belgium in any form whatever.'' It is natural, 
perhaps, to misunderstand a man who contradicts 
.himself as often as Yon Hertling does., If we assume, 
however, that his latest outgiving was sincere, and 
that he will not revoke or amend it before this com­ 
ment gets into print, the present German attitude 
regarding Belgium is plain enough. 
Germany is weakening in her determination to 
hold Belgium, because she begins to see that she can­ 
not get away with that particular piece of plunder. 
The world will not endure it, and the Relgiums them­ 
selves will make Belgium an asset of little value to 
Germany if they are forcibly swallowed. 
Germany 
therefore is holding Belgium, the chancellor frankly 
confesses, “as a pawn” in the game. 
The kaiser 
knows he must give up Belgium, but he will insist 
on getting what he considers a fair equivalent. 
What he would consider an equivalent becomes 
increasingly clear. 
It is, in all probability, a free 
hand in Russia. 
On this basis, too. it is possible that 
the occupied part of France, and possibly Alsace- 
Lorraine as well, may be lumped with Belgium. 
If 
hard pressed, the kaiser could afford to give up all 
his conquests and claims west of the Rhine in return 
for the privilege of malevolently assimilating Russia 
at his leisure, and organizing the new population and 
territory on a military basis as part of a new German 
empire, leading to the future conquest of the world. 
He would have there iron. coal. men. grain and every­ 
thing else he needs. 
This also is a delusive dream. 
Germany will 
give up not only Belgium and France, but Russia 
as well. 


EXCHANGING PRISONERS 


i ifjB 
' * 


England ha> just begun to exchange prisoners 
with Germany. 
The first Germans returned to their 
Fatherland are reported to be sadly disappointed. 
They complain that the food is far worse in quality 
and much less in quantity than what they were given 
in the British prison camps, and that they are forced 
to |ierform intolerably hard war tasks. 
The British, on the contrary, rejoice to return 
home, and with good reason. 
Many of them are 
physical 
w r e c k s . 
Nearly all are incapacitated for 
ordinary work bv the hardships and cruelties to w hich 
they were subjected by their captors. 
It is the same experience that the French have 
had since they began trading prisoners a few weeks 
ago. 
It serves to explain why the Allies have so 
long refrained! from the custom, almost without 
exception in previous wars, of exchanging prisoners, 
with the enemy as soon as possible after their capture. 
Neither the British nor French are surprised. 
They knew exactly what to expect. 
They realized 
that while they sent the captured Germans hack home 
in good health and spirits, proofs of scrupulously 
fair and decent treatment during their captivity, the 
men returned by Germany would Ik* for the most 
part an economic liability. 
They knew, too. that they could not expect the 
German government to heed the international rule 
that exchanged prisoners shall not return to the army, 
nor need they expect the individual G e r m a n s to keep 
their parole. 
There is no more honor in Germany. 
The men sent home w ill return, as a matter of course. 
to some form of military service. 
Some have al­ 
ready. 
The records may be falsified, but there i? no 
question of the fact. 
Know ing this. England and France have decided, 
nevertheless, to trade considerable numbers of pris­ 
oners. as a humanitarian measure. 
It will give Ger­ 
many an undeserved advantage and make the war a 
little harder to win, but they put humanity before 
military utility. 
The I n it cd States will no doubt do 
likewise.

Today In Great War 


Bud Flivver’s Observations 


War gardening has become an international 
occupation. 
Charles Lathrop I‘ack. president of the 
National War Garden Commission, says: “The idea 
<if cultivating the waste places, of converting ‘slacker 
land* of unused back yard> and vacant lots, seems 
to have girdled the globe. 
The ’city farmer,’ the 
man who is helping himself at the same time that he 
is aiding the nation and the A llie s to win the war, is 
an outgrowth of the conflict, but it is probable he 
has come to stay.” 
One of the interesting facts about this world­ 
wide back-to-the-soil-in-vour-own-yard movement is 
that the United States is looked to as leader. 
Our 
national commission has received requests for advice 
and information and for gardening and canning 
booklets from Europe, South America. Australia. 
China, the Philippines, Alaska, N ew Zealand and 
many more place*. 
The 400-acre war garden culti­ 
vated by soldiers at Camp Dix. X. J., ha* served as 
an inspiration and model for similar gardens at other 
camps in this country. 
And it is said that soldiers 
in the French and British armies have gone in for 
vegetable gardening behind the lines with marked 
su ccess. 
Statistics may be compiled to show how much 
foodstuff has l>eeti added to the world s supply by 
this important movement. 
The health and pleasure 
that are joint crops with the vegetables will lie harder 
to tabulate. \ et they will be among the most valuable 
fruits of war gardening throughout the world.

Artillery and Infantry Have 
Made Good; Air Power 
Yet to Be Shown

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, July I.—(By Mail.)—As the 
world war enters Its fifth 
year, the 
fighting forces of America hold 
the 
balance of 
power 
In 
the 
greatest 
struggle in the tim e of man. 
The fighting men of America have 
been tried on the world’s most his­ 
toric battlefields, 
and 
have 
proven 
that 'o r bravery for stamina, for all 
of the things that it takes to win bat­ 
tles, they need bow to none. 
The American in the field is a man 
of a fighting heart. 
He represents America’s balance of 
power that will carry the democracies 
of the world to victory over German 
autocracy. 
But how this power Is administered, 
how it is led, how it is equipped, how 
it is fed, how it is clothed, how it 
is munitioned, how it is given "eye­ 
sight” by airplanes that it shall not 
fight in the dark, how it 
is 
nursed 
when ill and 
wounded—upon 
these 
things depends the distance 
to vic­ 
tory. 
No Pause Till Victory 
It may be near, or it may be far, 
and Americans, Frenchmen, 
British­ 
ers (and Germans) may 
know 
that 
the American fighting man will not 
consider his Job done, until the Al­ 
lied cause is victorious. 
But the dis­ 
tance is not to be measured by the 
resistance of the German alone. In­ 
competence at home, 
faulty 
leader­ 
ship in any of the branches 
dealing 
with the war, is going to mean a long­ 
er path, and a path dyed with Ameri­ 
can blood. 
Representatives of America’s bal­ 
ance of power are arriving in France 
by hundreds hourly. 
As this is w rit­ 
ten more than 
I,OOO,OOO 
men 
have 
landed. 
Every man brings the hour 
of victory nearer, but the adm inistra­ 
tion, the leadership, m ust be behind 
him. 
I have been with the Americans in 
every im portant action to date, from 
the first raids in Lorraine to the tak* 
ing of Cantigny in Picardy and 
the 
second battle of the Marne. The men

In Training 
During the early months 
of 
this 
year, the Americans in France were 
merely training. 
They could not be 
figured as real fighting units in the in 
tricate game of trench warfare. F^irst, 
northwest of Toul, then on the Che- 
min-des-Dames, then near Laneville, 
and later near Verdun and in Alsace, 
American units appeared. They were 
put in the line with the French, and 
soldiers and

an irksome job. 
Losses were always 
unnecessarily heavy at 
first. 
Then 
the Americans began to learn. 
They 
learned how to 
take 
cover 
during 
shell fire. They learned when to keep 
quiet—in other words, when it was to 
their advantage not to shoot. They 
became trained, reliable troops. When 
the gigantic German offensive broke 
in March some were put permanently 
into the line in the Bacarat region 
and northwest of Toul In the place of 
F’rench divisions which were rushed 
away to the big battle line. 
Others 
followed the French, and in Picardy 
took their place in the line which they 
still hold, and which they extended by 
the capture of Cantigny. 
On the Marne as bright a page as 
is to be seen in American history was 
written by the Americans who stop­ 
ped the German advance there. 
For 
five days they 
fought 
unceasingly. 
They met the best divisions the Ger- 
man 
high 
command 
could 
throw 
against them. 
All were turned back. 
Munition carriers, 
ambulance 
men, 
supply men—in fact everyone—work­ 
ed, or fought day and night. 
It was 
the extreme test of American stam ina 
to date, and was met gloriously. The 
best traditions of America were more 
than fulfilled. 
The German rush to­ 
ward Paris was stopped. 
The morale 
of the French was 
raised 
to 
new 
heights at the sight, and by the story, 
of these Americans on the winding 
Marne, insisting even in the face of 
the last extrem ity that the 
German 
should not cross. 
Changed Course of War 
America paid a price in Ryes of the 
best type of men she has to offer in 
the cause of democracy in the fight­ 
ing on the Marne. 
But during those 
five days when a thin line of Ameri­ 
cans stood between the German and 
the road to Paris, the entire course of 
the war for the coming months was 
changed. 
The Americans, despite his 
lack of technical training, had 
won 
for himself a place In the line of bat­ 
tle alongside the seasoned troops of 
the Allies. He had demonstrated that 
the fighting Instinct of the American 
had only to be stirred to respond. In­ 
stead of requiring long 
periods 
of 
training, he had shown that with the 
instruction he had received at home, 
when he stepped from the transport 
to French soil, he was ready. 
On the Marne the American proved 
his worth as a stout-hearted, open- 
field fighter, either on defense or of­ 
fensive. 
At Cantigny he displayed his qual­ 
ities as a “storm troop.” 
T here was a vast difference between 
the fighting at Cantigny and about 
Chateau-Thierry. 
On the Marne it 
was first, resistance against wave aft­ 
er wave of advancing Germans com­ 
ing across open country, through wav­ 
ing wheat fields 
or 
woods. 
Every 
third man carried a machine gun. The 
American was forced to 
find 
such 


From behind a rock or from a hastily 
dug hole in the ground he poured bis 
rifle and machine gun fire into the 
boche lines. Then he fought his way 
forward and drove the enemy from 
his advantageous positions in Bour- 
sches and Bois de Belleau. 
Behind 
the fighting man the munition men 
and wagons worked tirelessly to keep 
him supplied. 
Positions 
were 
con­ 
stantly being changed. 
Food was un­ 
certain. 
But the American hung on, 
and is there today. 
Rehearsing Cantigny 
At Cantigny the American showed 
his adaptibility to carefully 
planned 
movements. 
I witnessed a complete 
rehearsal of the attack on Cantigny 
days before it actually took place. 
It 
was in a great open field back of the 
lines. 
French m achine gunners play­ 
ed the role of Germans. 
They had 
their machine guns hidden In pits and 
elsewhere in the field. Other soldiers, 
forming a long 
line, 
waved 
green 
branches of trees to represent the ar­ 
tillery barrage. 
French tanks wad­ 
dled across the field and took* up po­ 
sitions corresponding to those 
they 
were to take In 
the 
actual 
fight. 
French and American 
officers 
care­ 
fully instructed the men who were 
to make the attack as to 
just 
how 
they were to follow the barrage, how 
machine gun nests were to be clean­ 
ed out, and how they w ere to work 
In conjunction with the tanks. Then 
came the signal, the soldiers “carry­ 
ing” the barrage began waving the 
green 
branches, the 
Infantry 
and 
tanks moved forward and the “Ger­ 
m an” machine guns began firing. 
As 
the barrage 
moved 
forward, 
lines 
w ere re-formed, and the advance con­ 
tinued. 
The machine gun nests were 
cleaned out in good shape, but the 
clever French machine gunners “put 
over” one on the Americans that they 
did not forget when it came to the 
real battle. 
Franchman in Trea 
In the center of the 
mimic 
battle 
ground was a tree. 
One of the tanks 
waddled slowly by and a detachm ent 
of infantry dashed 
forward. 
Then, 
from apparently nowhere, a fierce rat­ 
tle of machine gun fire burst on the 
Americans. 
The officer in charge of 
the detachm ent knew th a t 
he 
was 
theoretically 
wiped 
out. Every man 
dropped to the ground for cover, as 
he would in a real engagement, and 
then looked for the machine gun. The 
Frenchmen had mounted it 
in 
the 
tree. 
They had also withheld their 
fire until the tank had passed, and 
made their play for the men—and got 
them. 
The tank was 
signalled 
to 
come back to put a cannon shoe into 
the tree. 
This done, so 
that 
they 
were 
theoretically 
destroyed, 
the 
Frenchmen climbed out of the tree 
in glee. 
When it came to the real fight, the 
Americans were as cool as in the re­ 
hearsal. 
They followed 
the 
tanks 


ienthusiasm. 
The withering artillery 
preparation had demolished the Ger­ 
man trenches, 
but 
the 
Americans 
went at Hie job of “mopping up,” and 
clearing the village of any remaining 
boche In a business-like fashion. Then 
came tile job of holding on. 
Counter attack after counter attack 
was hurled against tho new Ameri­ 
can line. 
The artillery fire was so 
hot ration parties could not come up, 
there 
being 
no 
communicating 
trenches. 
For three days men and 
officers had little sleep, food or wa­ 
ter. They lived on hard tack and raw 
bacon. 
But they held on. 
And as 
the Americans on the Marne, they are 
there today. 
Confidence Boundless 
The confidence of the American sol­ 
dier in his officers, in the organization 
that is going to keep him fed and 
clothed, and the doctors who are go­ 
ing to care for him when he is wound­ 
ed, Is boundless. 
A wounded man arriving at a field 
hospital or dressing station displays 
a child-like confidence in the doctor 
who bends over him. 
lf 
unspoken, 
w ritten on the boy’s face, there is al­ 
ways : 
“Now everything is all right. May­ 
be my wound is 
almost 
unbearably 
painful. 
Maybe I have been without 
sleep and maybe I am tired; thats! 
all over now. 
Here’s the man who 
will take care of me. 
His wound dressed, his blood again 
set coursing 
warmly 
through 
his 
veins, the boy drops off to sleep. 
This confidence of the fighting man 
in the organization behind him must} 
not be shaken. 
As the number 
of 
men in Fiance increases the problem 
of food, clothing and medical atten­ 
tion multiplies. 
The ground work of 
meeting all of these 
problems 
has 


been laid in France in the shape of 
gigantic 
warehouses, 
railway 
lines 
and vast docks at the seaboard. Upon 
the war organization at home fails I lie 
burden of keeping them supplied. 
Not All May Fight 
insofar as man power is concerned, 
is should also he remembered 
that 
1,000.000 men in 
France 
does 
not 
mean UMM),non tight ing men. 
Taking 
a division as a unit it 
requires 
ap­ 
proximately 12,000 men and from Goon 
to MMM) horses to keep 17,000 bayonets 
and artillery In the line. Multiply this 
by the number of times 
17,o i m > 
men 
you believe it will take to win the war 
and you can estimate the total num­ 
ber of men who must be transported 
and cared for. 
America's 
infantry 
and 
artillery 
that has been in action has made 
good. 
The American fliers now 
on 
the front are using French machines 
chiefly. 
They have taken quickly to 
the game. 
German 
machines 
have 
been 
brought 
down, 
and 
German 
towns have been bombed. But there 
are acres and acres 
covered 
with 
French and British hangars and air­ 
planes in France. 
On a single night 
I saw more than IOO French planes 
leave one field on a single bombing 
expedition. 
This is a nightly occur­ 
rence, not only from this field, but 
from scores of others. 
We have yet 
to show our power in tile air.

Fruit growers wishing to enter the 
new arrangement will be admitted up­ 
on a co-operative basis and the whole 
business he managed In 
accordance 
■with the principles of the exchange. 
The movement is being presented 
before the various fruit associations 
and at Riverside was explained before 
fifty prominent orange growers and 
citrus associations of the Riverside, 
Corona and Highgrove districts. Here 
a motion was unanimously passed rec­ 
ommending that these growers and 
associations take steps

ward affiliation.

Woodford 
told 
some 
Interesting 
facts regarding the present business 
done by his company. He said that 
the factory at Anaheim is capable of 
turning out a half-carload of the fin­ 
ished product per day, and that 
it 
uses 1000 boxes of cull oranges each 
working day. 
The early efforts 
of 
the men connected with the marma­ 
lade establishment and of those in­ 
terested in the San Dimas and San 
Antonio Fruit associations were told 
in much detail. 
Will Solve Cull Problem 
President Woodford also 
stressed 
the point that by utilizing cull 
or­ 
anges in the making of marmalade 
the long vexing problem of 
orderly 
systematic disposal of cull oranges is 
solved. 
Much 
thought 
and 
effort 
have been expended in trying to find 
some use for the many oranges not 
usable in the regular market chan­ 
nels, but it is undoubted that the use 
of culls in marmalade offers by far 
the most satisfactory solution. 


The point was else? brought 
out 
that the eyes of the world are now 
turned ulion food products and the 
food questions as never before; and 
that there are now golden opportuni­ 
ties for establishing of any business 
which aims to supply foodstuffs. 
E. G. Dezell t adorsed Woodford's 
remarks and supplemented them. 
He 
stated that 
America's 
sweet 
tooth 
should he developed and that ip the 
Thomas Crawford company Southern 
California has a husky infant indus­ 
try which should he supported now, 
so that it may some day rank as a 
big business. 
The situation is ripe 
now, according to Dezell, for the car­ 
rying out of new and larger plans in 
the production and marketing of mar­ 
malade. 
This speaker also hinted at 
the possibilities of a profitable busi­ 
ness in orange juice being developed. 
The experiments in the making of 
grapefruit 
marmalade 
were 
also 
touched upon by Dezell, who said that 
he believes a product 
even 
better 
than the hitter marmalade made from 
foreign oranges may he made from 
grapefruit. 
This would be designed 
to compete with and eventually

ISI, of the County of Orange, entitled 
"An ordinance granting to the Pacific 
Electric Railway Company, a corporation, 
a franchise granting the right to con­ 
struct and for fifty (50) years to m ain­ 
tain an electric railroad along, over and 
across certain public roads and high­ 
ways In the County of O range,” so as to 
extend the tim e w ithin w hich the work 
thereunder shall be completed. 
W hereas, by ordinance No. 151 of the 
County of Orange, passed and adopted by 
the Board of Supervisors of the County 
of Orange on Septem ber 5th, 1917. there 
was granted to Pacific Electric Railway 
Company, a corporation, a franchise and 
right to construct and for fifty (50) years 
to m aintain an electric railroad in, over, 
along and across certain public roads and 
highways in the County of Orange, th ere­ 
in particularly described, and 
W hereas, by Section € of said ordinance 
It was provided th at the work of con­ 
structing said road should be completed 
within not more than three years from 
the granting of said franchise, and that 
lf same should not be so completed said 
franchise should be forfeited, and 
W hereas, thereafter, on to-w it: the 9th 
day of March, 1918, the Honorable Rail­ 
road Commission of the S tate of Cali­ 
fornia, by order made and entered In a 
certain proceeding pending before It, de­ 
nied to said Pacific Electric 
Railway 
Company perm ission to construct said 
railroad, until a fte r the end of the w ar 
now being waged, and 
W hereas, said Pacific Electric Railway 
Company la thereby for the duration of 
the w ar now pending, prevented from 
prosecuting said work and m ade unable 
to comply w ith said Section 6 of said 
ordinance, as to completion thereof, and 
is deprived of the benefit of the tim e by 
safd ordinance granted for the comple­ 
tion of said work, therefore; 
The Board of Supervisors of the County 
of Orange do ordain as follows: 
Section I. T hat the tim e w ithin which 
said grantee of said franchise, Pacific 
Electric Railway Company, may complete 
said construction Is hereby extended, so 
th at the w ork of constructing said road 
m ay be completed by it. Its successors 
or assigns, w ithin not more than three 
years from the date of the enactm ent of 
this am endatory ordinance, 
unless the 
w ar w ith G erm any be sooner ended; and 
in th at event, said work may be com ­ 
pleted w ithin not more than one year 
from the date peace Is proclaimed by the 
President of the U nited States. 
Section 2. This ordinance shall take 
effect thirty days after the date of its 
adoption, and prior to the expiration of 
fifteen 
days from 
the passage hereof 
shall be published for at least one week 
in the Santa Ana Daily Evening Reg­ 
ister, a new spaper printed and published 
In the County of Orange, State of Cali­ 
fornia, together w ith the nam es of the 
m em bers of the Board of Supervisors 
voting for and against the same.

When Germany, with purring dupli­ 
city. launches her next peace propa 
ganda, says tile 
bulletin 
letter, 
or 
when the temptation 
comes 
to 
let 
others shoulder 
the 
justifiable 
war 
time sacrifices and self-denials, think 
of this fiendish crime. 
On June 27th 
a German submarine 
seventy 
miles 
from the Irish 
coast 
torpedoed 
the 
1,000-ton hospital ship 
Llandovery 
Castle, which had been in use many 
months in the service of carrying sick 
and wounded from England to Canada 
There were 285 persons, including 80 
of the Canadian medical corps and 14 
women nurses, on board and only 24 
were saved. 
At the time the ship was hit all 
lights were burning, including a huge 
electric cross over .the bridge, strings 
of white and green lights 
on 
either 
ide and the illumination of the red 
Tosses on the sides of the vessel. One 
of the ships boats containing twelve 
nurses was seen to capsize and the 
women were drowned, and those other 
of Hie life boats that were launched 
were either shelled or rammed by the 
U-boat with the evident intent of de­ 
stroying all trace and evidence of the 
dastardly deed. 
This is the limit of 
fiendish brutality and it paves smooth 
he road to Germany's certain oblivion. 
An analysis of present time happen­

It is a moment similar to 
that of which Lincoln spoke when he 
answered those gentlemen who were 
excited and troubled about the com­ 
missions or omissions of the adminis­ 
tration at that time.

more- go a little faster—lean a little 
more to the north—lean a little more 
to the south?’ 
No, you would hold 
your breath as well as your tongue, 
and keep your hands off until he was 
safe over. 
The government is carry­ 
ing an immense weight. Untold treas­ 
ures are in our hands. We are doing 
the very best we can. Don’t badger us. 
Keep silence, and we ll get you safe 
across.” 
Genius and nature have made un­ 
usual 
contributions 
to 
humanity’s 
cause, for now we have an army of 
2,000,000 men; 1,000,000 are in France, 
521,717 sailed In May and June, and 
nearly 200,000 of our boys “over there” 
have had six months’ front line trench 
experience. On Independence Day we 
launched ninety-five ships, represent­ 
ing 474,464 tons of shipping to be add­ 
ed to America’s merchant fleet of ten 
million gross tons, exclusive of mer­ 
chant crafts operated by the Govern­ 
ment. Our aeroplane work 
is 
on

volume basis. American-made 
155’s, 
those heavy barrage 
howitzers, 
are 
moving overseas at the rate of better 
than ten a day. The acreage under cul­ 
tivation for the entire country is 16,-

age. There is a promise of 40 per cent 
more winter wheat and 47 per cent 
more spring wheat 
than 
last 
year. 
Crude oil production is meeing both 
domestic and war demands and crude 
stocks are somewhat 
ahead 
of the 
usual 
summer 
storage 
figure. 
A 
marked degree of business prosperity 
is manifested in general throughout 
our land. Our accumulation of food in 
cold 
storage 
has 
satisfactorily 
in­ 
creased over a year ago, and the wool, 
cotton, copper, rubber, steel and sugar 
comparisons to both a year ago and a 
five-year 
average 
are 
satisfactory 
enough to he encouraging, but there 
is another side to this story of human 
effort and bumper crops—a story that 
shows there is every reason why the 
American public should practice, with 
greater scrupulousness than ever, the 


economies in consumption of certain 
(foodstuffs now widely known to be es­ 
sential to the winning of the war. The 
United States will help to keep the 
bread basket of the world filled for 
another twelve months, but there will 
be less excuse than ever before for 
any kind of waste, or even of consump­ 
tion of the kind that has heretofore 
been called normal. 
The sugar condition is difficult to il­ 
lustrate with figures. As a nation we 
consume 671,000,000 pounds per month 
—6Vi pounds per person. Tile available 
supply for the rest of the year is only 
about 580,000,000 pounds per month. 
Therefore we must reduce our month­ 
ly consumption to 5Vfc pounds monthly 
—3 pounds per capita for family use 
and 2Vi pounds per capita for manu­ 
facturers, bakers, etc. What will hap­ 
pen to our sugar supply after January 
depends on crops ami shipping, but 
the situation is more apt to be safe 
then if we curtail now. 
Here is a good war time motto for 
every one of us: “Though I am but one, 
I am one. I cannot do everything, but 
I can do something. What I can do I 
ought to do, and what I ought to do, 
God helping me. I will do!”

From time to time 
sinc^ 1878 mining companies have op­ 
erated for gold in the Silverado can­ 
yon. but no Comstock or anything like 
a Comstock has ever been discovered. 
Scatterings of gold have been found. 
but nothing but low grade 
ore 
has 
been developed. One after the other 
those trying to develop a mine there 
have quit. Some of the efforts were 
little more than stock selling efforts. 
Over in the Trabuco. Jake Yaeger 
has been doing some mining for all 
these many years, and he is still at it. 
Occasional spasms of effort to find
